weather conditiona, enabling him to 
retdose his own timo for seeding. 

Tho wheat in question was socn 
lon July 19 of this yoar, and was 
timo of sowing, having caught up 
with tho ordinery wheat sown in the 
spring. Tho scene of the oxperiment 
was an acre and two-thirds in Fssox 
and if half of what has been told bo 
ltrre that acre and two-thirds will be 
historic. 

Tho seed: was treated by a new pro 
cess discovered by Mr. J. J. Melvilo, 
np scientist, who has been making eox- 
periments upon the subject of tho 
j vitality of seods for the past threo 
years. Tho process discovered is 
Negexee. kept a secret for several 
reasons. Arrangements are belng 
mado to treat seeds of all kinds, an} 
these will shortly be placed on: tho 
jmernet. . 

Some of the seod was sent to “the 
owner of this acre and two-thirds,and 
he planted it fully‘ three months af- 

ter tho sowing ssason with successful 
lresults. The wheat came up and rip- 
lenod as descrited. It is quite as good 
jas that sown in the spring, ani 
there was, moreover, no necessity of 
\ weeding tho crop, owing to tho rapidy, 
ef ita growth. 

Tho seed wag drilled in under the 
Incst artinery eartlitions both 
mards soil and cultivation. Only five 

- ert appe Ted 
—the usual time is throa weeks—and 
tho plants on thn thirteoath day were 
in gich forwari conditions that tho 
ground hai to be rolled.
